Georgia will retain its 10 seats in | 


Congress, the U.S. Department of 
Commerce reported Tuesday. 


There had been some fear 
among Georgia officials and con- 
cerned citizens alike that the state 
might lose a seat due to shifts in 
national population patterns. 


But the Commerce Department

Sen. Goldwater. The sort of po- 
litical conservatism he espouses 
died out in England about 1905. 
American political conservatism 
has never progressed, as in Eng- 
land, because it has lacked the 
quality of innovation necessary in 
the development of industrial 
populations, not merely in Amer- 
ica, but in the world. It is true 
that Sen. Goldwater has caught 
the fancy of many conservatives 
in his party, but they will persist 
with him to the detriment of its 
future. 


Vice President Nixon, therefore, 
will be required to remain as the 
party’s anchor until the Gold- 
water-Rockefeller factions have 
huffed and pufféd until they can 
do so no more. We may expect 
to see Sen. Case slowly emerge 
in the years ahead as the man 
most able to become a rallying 
point. 


Mr. Nixon does not now have 
to make up his mind. He is one 
who knows the importance of 


opinion at the time of campaign-} 


ing and voting. He has a good 
two years in which to wait for 
conditions and decision. 


Unless conditions are then fa- 
vorable, he almost certainly will 


in private life and practice of 
law. He lost, but he almost won. 
His was not the fate of Landon 
or Dewey. But he will hardly 
want to plan a political future. 
A person very close to him, the 
estimable Mrs. Nixon, has long 
wanted him out of it. 


That he will serve his party and 
save it, if.he can, from commit- 
ing folly, is sure.

he can wait.

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Tuskegee Decision 
Has Meaning Here 


The Supreme Court’s decision Monday 
unanimously directing a lower federal 
court to decide whether the city limits of 
Tuskegee, Ala., were changed deliberately 
to gerrymander votes is not without sig- 
nificance in Georgia. 

At issue was a 1957 Alabama statute 
that changed the borders of Tuskegee to 
eliminate most of its Negro voters. But 
the real significance of the decision to 
Georgians is its possible bearing upon the 
county unit system and continued re- 
fusal by the state to modify it. 

Key statement in the decision was the 
following: 


“When a state exercises power wholly 
within the domain of state interest, it is in- 
sulated from federal judicial review. But 
such insulation is not carried over when 
state power is used as an instrument for 
circumventing a federally-protected right.” 


The legislation, says the ruling, vio- 
lates the Fifteenth Amendment which 
forbids denial of voting rights. To rule 
otherwise, said the decision, “‘would sanc- 
tion the achievement by a state of any 
impairment of voting rights whatever so 
long as it was cloaked in the garb of po- 
litical subdivisions.” 

Opponents of the unit system long 
have argued that voting rights indeed are 
impaired under a rule which takes no ac- 
count of population figures. Now that the 
Tuskegee decision appears to accept fed- 
eral jurisdiction in such matters, they see 
hope for further court tests to correct in- 
justices which the General Assembly re- 
fuses to recognize.

What's So Sophisticated 
About Public Education? 


Atlanta is a “vulnerable spot” in the 
desegregation controversy, a touring 
speaker told Georgians Unwilling to Sur- 
render (GUS) here Monday night.

Congress Realignment 
Won't Wait a Decade 


Georgia managed to hold its own in 
population ratio in the last decade as far 
as number of congressional seats is con- 
cerned. We'll still have 10 members of the 
House of Representatives,. removing the 
necessity of reshuffling of congressional 
districts. 

That does not mean a reshuffling is 
not desirable. Because of population shifts 
during the decade, thousands of Geor- 
gians have lost their relative representa- 
tion in Congress. The Fifth District of 
Fulton, DeKalb and Rockdale has more 
than 800,000 people with only one repre- 
sentative. Other districts have less than 
half that number and yet have an equal 
voice in Congress. 

Georgia barely held its own, however, 
in population gains. Average rate of gain 
in the nation was 18.5 per cent. Our in- 
crease was 14.5 per cent. The state is now 
pushing the four million mark, outpacing 
most of its neighbors with the exception 
of Florida. 

Florida’s rate of gain was the highest 
in the nation during the decade, a whop- 
ping 78.7 per cent. Its total sped ahead 
‘of that of Georgia to wit: In 1950 Florida 
had 2,771,305 people compared to 3,444,- 
978 for Georgia. In 1960 the Florida fig- 
ure had climbed to 4,951,560 while Geor- 
gia’s was 3,943,116 with increase largely 
concentrated in several urban areas. 

Along with modification of the county 
unit system, Georgia leaders had best be 
thinking of congressional reapportion- 
ment. The present unfair situation isn’t 
likely to stand for another decade. 


Baptists Face Decision

Thoughtful Georgia Baptists have 
known for a long time that sooner or later 
state convention must take a stand 
on the issue of open schools. With time 
the issue finally is reaching 
constructive debate at the 
session in Savannah.

We Shouldn’t Gamble 
With Our Children 


Carl Sanders and Frank Twitty, ob- 
viously speaking for the governor, con- 
tinue to assure the state that legislators 
are not going to close Georgia’s schools— 
but will do nothing to keep them open 
until crisis crashes down upon us. 

The assurance of an education for the 
state’s children is welcome. But we urge 
the people to change the legislature’s 
mind so that it will act in January to meet 
the crisis before it arrives. 

Louisiana had prudently equipped it- 
self with a pupil placement law well be- 
fore the current crisis hit New Orleans. 
Even with laws on the books to control 
the situation, Louisiana’s Legislature and 
New Orleans’ streets have been scenes of 
confusion and disorder. 

If the Georgia Legislature refuses even 
to equip itself ahead of time with laws to 
control the situation, there is no guaran- 
tee that it can be controlled. 

The administration and its spokesmen 
have a difficult situation. on their hands 
and deserve help, not condemnation, in 
trying to think their way through it. Leg- 
islators can still adopt a safer. course of 
action to preserve the schools and control 
desegregation if the people make it clear 
now that they want such a course adopted 
—the course recommended by the Sibley 
Commission. 

Action in January would be a step to- 
ward preparedness to shield our children. 
We should not gamble with children.

Talmadge Plugs Hard 
For Revised Farm Plan 


How to brighten the future of the agri- 
cultural picture is drawing abundant at- 
tention at the Georgia Farm Bureau con- 
vention in Macon. 

Several speakers have advanced their 
own theories, among the latest of whom 
was Sen. Talmadge in his address yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Maintaining that proposals made dur- 
ing the recent presidential campaign 
failed to envision the bold approach which 
the farm crisis demanded, the senator has 
made revisions in his previously an- 
nounced farm plan and said he would in- 
troduce it at the next session of Congress. 

His bill would eliminate acreage con- 
trols and government loans. It would as- 
sign to each farmer a domestic produc- 
tion quota. 

“Expressed in terms of pounds, bush- 
els, bales and other appropriate units of 
measurement,” the senator said, “that 
quota would be the same percentage of 
the previous year’s national consumption 
of basic commodities as the farmer’s aver- 
age annual production bears to the total 
national average production.” 

The farmer would market what he pro- 
duced and would be guaranteed the dif- 
ference between what he received for his 
domestic production quota and 100 per 
cent of parity. 

As for reducing the present huge sur- 
plus, Sen. Talmadge’s plan would enable 
any farmer who wanted to do so to put 
into conservation practices, without pay- 
ment, the amount of land on which he 
would grow his domestic production 
quota. In return he would receive a nego- 
tiable certificate entitling him to sell the 
stocks. 

His proposed program may not be a 
cure-all but it is, at least, worthy of full 
consideration with an eye toward giving 
it a try. Certainly there is room for im- 
provement over the present situation.

It's Too Early to 
Weep for Sure 


Phil Campbell is a fine person and a gifted 
politician. He also has what a friend called 
chitlin’s. Many thought he would make a strong 


Yet on Tuesday, while Georgians were stil] in the preliminary 
process of sizing him up, he “analyzed recent events’’ and withdrew 


from the race for governor. 


To see Phil Campbell’s star set before it is fully risen makes a 
sad spot in the heart. It may be a little early to weep, however. 


His discovery that the press had mildly criticized him, that cam- 
paigning is hard work, and that being governor is no easy job, surely 
cannot be the whole story. The young Commissioner of Agriculture 
has a record as a fighter. He has a past vote victory over Garland 


Byrd to prove it. 


The recent events that he may have analyzed were far from 
fatal to his chances of being elected. 


His refusal to come out for Kennedy hurt him, of course. But 
he had company in going fishing. Probably the worst hurt Campbell 
suffered in the presidential scrimmage resulted from his brusque 
attitude toward state party leaders when they sought his help. 


He took a defeat also in the Farm Bureau’s effort to put him on 
the University System Board of Regents. But it was far from the 
sort of personal failure that would assure his defeat as governor. 


Despite his mistakes, Campbell remanied as the towering op- 
ponent of Lt. Gov. Byrd for the big job in 1962. With backing from 
farmers, from the respectable element of former Marvin Griffin vot- 
ers in rural areas, from Georgians generally impressed by his force 
of character, Campbell seemed sure to give Byrd a stand-up fight. 
Many of us were looking forward to the contest, aware that Griffin 
might scrabble together some small profit from the split vote, but 
confident that Georgians would never seriously consider returning 
Griffin under any circumstances to the power his administration 


corrupted and polluted. 


Now the prospect of a Byrd-Campbell contest is gone. Forfeiture 
of the contest will keenly disappoint Georgians who wanted to see 
the fight. What moved Campbell? Neither he nor Byrd had claimed 
the backing of Sen. Talmadge. Some say Campbell did believe the 
men who urged him to announce his candidacy last year did not do it 
behind the senator’s back. But he didn’t know. All he knew was that 
he didn’t see the men again after he announced, and he felt a certain 
distress. Maybe he imagined the whole thing. Mavbe there weren't 
any pressures, or any words passed. Maybe he shied at shadows. 
The fact remains, he disannounced. 


Those who are either embittered or comforted by this turn of 
events cannot entirely disregard one possibility, however. What if 
Phil Campbell decided to run for governor as a Republican, against 
the Democratic nominee, in the 1962 general election?

The Popular Will 
Should Prevail 


WASHINGTON—It is imperative that we free 
ourselves from the clutches of the outdated, out- 
moded, and malfunctioning electoral-vote sys- 


tem of choosing our presidents. Most people have assumed that we 
had consigned the Electoral College to a polite formality, that while 
it was unneeded, like an appendix, it would do no harm. 


This election has proved how 
dangerous to the democratic proc- 
ess the electoral system can be. 
It has shown that, even though we 
are agreed on majority rule, the 
Electoral College can put in the 
White House the minority candi- 
date. 


The fluctuating, thin-as-a-breath 
vote totals show how possible it 
is that the candidate with the 
lower par of the total popular 
vote can get a majority of the 
electoral votes—and thus become 
president against the wishes of 
the people. 


It has already happened twice. 
Because these examples are so 
far in the past to be outside our 
experience, we have tended to 
look upon the Electoral College as 
useless but benign. 


This year it is apparent that 
anything could have happened— 
and almost did. Nixon could have 
gotten the majority of the popular 
vote and a minority of the elec- 
toral vote—and been denied the 
presidency. The same thing could 
have happened to Kennedy. 

My plea that we free ourselves 
from the tentacles of the electoral 
system does not rest primarily 
on what might have happened to 
the candidates; it rests primarily 
on what might have happened to 
the right of the American people 
to pick their president by ma-

is some magic wisdom in the 
judgment of the majority. Ob- 
viously the majority could choose 
the less-qualified candidate. But, 
unless you want to suspend our 
democracy, is there any better 
way of choosing the president? 
Do we want to leave the outcome 
of our elections’ either to whim or 
to accident? 

The electoral-vote system ought 
either to be abolished or so re- 
formed that it will be assured in 
advance that the popular will will 
prevail. 

It might not be necessary to 
abolish the Electoral College, but 
it will be necessary to abolish the 
system by which each sstate’s 
whole bloc of electoral votes goes 
to one candidate irrespective of 
the division of the popular vote. 
This is what causes the electoral 
vote to distort the popular vote. 
That is what has twice ey we 
about the choice of a president 
with the fewer popular votes. 

If we believe that the popular 
will should prevail in picking the 
president, we had better do some- 
thing about the Electoral College.

Sixty years—less four days—later 
the American League will gather in 
another momentous meeting Thursday.

—Ghoul Pool for Pentagon Patsies? 


Since the Americans already have granted permission to Calvin 
Griffith to move his Washington franchise to the twin cities of 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, their main business in reorganizing the 
setup on Thursday will be to approve new franchise holders in Los 
Angeles and Washington. 


The coast group will be bankrolled by C. Arnold Smith of San 
Diego and run by Hank Greenberg. Washington is likely to come 
under the joint ownership of John Bergen, an admiral, and 
Peter Quesada, a general. Considering the type of ball players 
they'll have, this team may get the nickname of the Pentagon 
Patsies. 


Once the franchises are awarded, the American Leaguers will 
wrestle with the titanic problem of stocking the two new teams. 
They probably will use some version of the Disaster Plan—it’s also 
known as the Ghoul Pool—for replenishing personnel in the event 
some team were to be rased by air or other disaster. It never has 
been publicized or detailed. Presumably, a majority of the key play- 
ers on each club would be set aside as untouchables and fringe 
players made available. 


Although the Americans serenely advance toward their meet- 
ing, blissfully believing that expansion in 1961 is virtually a fait 
accompli, disquieting words were uttered elsewhere. They came 
from that ardent advocate of expansion, Commissioner Ford 
Frick. 


“"No one is going anywhere,” he said firmly, “‘until Rule One 
is amended. I've been urging for four years that the two leagues 
amend it but they didn’t want to do it. I'm interested in what’s good 
for baseball and I will insist on orderly procedure in a fair and 
decent way.” 


—A Favor (?) From Mr. Frick 


Rule One provides that no league may enter the city of another 
league without the unanimous consent of all clubs in both leagues. 
The Americans propose to barge into Los Angeles in 1961 and the 
Nationals into New York in 1962. 


The commissioner can cast the deciding ballot to break a tie and 
he will do so for 1962. But there’s no guarantee that he'll do so for 
1961. And the matter cannot come to a head before the winter meet- 
ings on Dec. 5, thus eliminating the two new American League 
teams from participating in the minor league player draft a week 
earlier. Frick is not enamored with the precipitate action of the 
Americans in setting their target date of next season. 


Someone once said that the Americans were driven to im- 
mediate expansion partly from panic and partly from pique. 
Their noses were knocked out of joint by the way the Nationals 
took the initiative away from them, grabbing two prize fran- 
chises in New York and Houston without even asking for a 
by-your-leave. So the Americans responded in kind. 


This is kid stuff, not the weighted action of the multimillion- 
dollar organizations arranging their destinies. Nor have the Ameri- 
cans strengthened their position by insisting on 1961 delivery of a 
mechanism far too intricate:to be manufactured in so brief a time. 
Frick might be doing the Americans a favor by refusing to slap a 
rush label on their order.

Meet in Athens 


ATHENS—Dozens of the na- 
tion’s top clubwomen converge 
at the University of Georgia 
Center for Continuing Education 
this week to launch a long-range 
plan of community improve- 
ment. 


Led by Mrs. FE. Lee Ozbirn, 
president of the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, Geor- 
gians met with their counter- 
parts from 12 states to discuss 
community needs and how they 
can be met by local leadership. 


In presenting the federation’s 
two-year program of community 
improvement, Mrs. Ozbirn 
promised a “change in the 
image of the clubwomen”’ if the 
organization's leaders spur the 
attempt to develop ‘‘responsi- 
ble, responsive citizenship” 
among the membership. 


DEMANDING DECADE 
AHEAD 


“The decade ahead,” she de- 
clared, “is the most exacting, 
the most demanding and the 
most exciting in the history of 
our country. We must untie our 
limitless abilities in a strong 
program of action, based on 
public issues.” 


The federation’s program is 
based on a survey conducted by 
the organization to determine 
the four or five most pressing 
issues in each state. The survey 
—carried out through question- 
naires sent to every governor 
and state senator—was broken 
down to the state level for the 
benefit of -federation units. 
This information will serve as 
a basis of community improve- 
ment on the home front. 


Mrs. E. O. Cabaniss of Mas- 
eys, president of the Georgia 
Federation, was among promi- 
nent clubwomen to attend a 
Washington meeting recently for 
a briefing on needs of the states, 
as revealed by the survey. 
FIVE PHASES 

“In Georgia,” she told The 
Constitution, ‘“‘there are five 
phases of work, as set forth by 
Gov. Vandiver and the senators 
in answer. to the questionnaire. 
They include (1) financing state 
government, (2) industrial de- 
velopment, (3) reorganization of 
state government, (4) education, 
and (5) highway building.” 


Mrs. Clarence L. Menser, im- 
mediate past president of the 
Florida Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, and now chairman of the 
Public Affairs Department of 
the General Federation, ob- 
served that there are two kinds 
of people—those who control 
their environment and those who 
are controlled by their environ- 
ment. 


*‘The clubwoman,”’ she added, 
“certainly controls her en- 
vironment, first from the home, 
to the club.*Her club in turn 
controls the environment of her 
community and state—and on 
to the nation. This is a tremen- 
dous challenge that we must 
not fail to meet.”’ 


LEADERS CAUTIONED 


Mrs. Menser cautioned lead- 
ers against a feeling of being 
unable to project the full-scale 
program of community improve- 
ment to the local level. She re- 
minded the women that ‘most 
of our clubs are small, and the 
over-all program is geared to 
them 


She added that “too many 
times” smaller clubs have a 
feeling of inferiority when, at 
state gatherings, they hear of 
projects undertaken by units 
with larger membership. 


“Projects, such as building 
new schools and hospitals, are, 
of course, an important part of 
the over-all program,” Mrs. 
Menser said. “But such tre- 
mendous projects don’t need 
stimulating. It is those proj- 
ects on a smaller scale, in small 
communities that are equally 
important to the over-all. pro- 
gram, that we must also em- 
phasize. No project—regardless 
of the area covered—should give 
clubwomen a feeling that ‘this 
isn’t a big deal, so why enter it

The Needlework Guild of At- 
lanta awaits all year the day 
of its ingathering. 


This year, on the Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday follow- 
ing Thanksgiving, which is No- 
vember 28, 29 and 30, this con 
federation of charitable women 
will hold open house at McEver 
Hall, in the Druid Hills Presby- 
terian Church. They will await 
the arrival of thousands of gar- 
ments which will protect dis- 
advantaged children and adults 
againts the bitterness of winter. 


Not until those three days are 
past will the Needlework Guild 
know the scope of its work in 
the area, for there is little 
formality in the organization. 
It does have a slate of officers 
and the president now is Mrs. 
E. D. Adams. But it does not 
have individual members as 
such. 


The movement began in Lon- 
don in 1880. Hundreds of chil- 
dren had been orphaned in a 
mining disaster in Wales, and 
were huddled together in an 
improvised orphanage, without 
bedding or clothing. A titled 
English woman invited her 
friends in for a cup of tea and 
proposed that they undertake to 
make some of the clothing the 
children needed so desperately.

They Woo Via Brother 


Courting customs in Pakistan 
take a round-a-bout way to the 
altar.

“In my country,” explained 
Jamshed Azim Hashmi of Ka- 
rachi, Pakistan, “‘the young cou- 
ples do not go out on dates 
alone as they do in America.

Jamshed, who attended Yale 
before coming to Georgia, told 
The Constitution he will dis- 
cuss ‘“‘the differences in the 
women of Pakistan and Amer!- 
ca.”"’ He will point out that 
women of his country are pri- 
marily interested in their job 
as wife and homemaker, rather 
than in careers outside the 
home. 


MORE SERIOUS 


In an off-the-cuff comparison 
of campus life here and in his 
native country, the 22-year-old 
student observed that “the av- 
erage college boy in Pakistan 
is much more serious."’ He said 
that conversation in campus 
coffee shops of his homeland is 
more likely to revolve around 
serious political discussions than 
girls and sports. 


“Sports,” he added, “are 
not so commercialized in col- 
leges at home. There is no 
money involved in our tennis 
and hockey matches.”’ 


However, he finds local 
sports, particularly football, ex- 
citing. 

The visitor also praised the 
““friendliness’’ of the people of 
Georgia. 


“It is easier to make friends 
here,”” he declared. ‘The peo- 
ple mean what they say. When 
they invite you to visit them, 
they are not just being polite, 
but really want you to come.”’ 


Campus comparisons were of- 
fered by another observant vis- 
itor, lan Eastwood, of Scotland. 
Attending Tech under a scholar- 
ship from Glasgow Uni- 
versity through the World 
Student Fund, the 23-year - 
old student finds ‘‘a lot of 
enthusiasm”’ on the local cam- 
pus. Ian’s been most impressed 
by the “friendliness and kind- 
ness” of the people he’s met 
here. 


LESS EMPHASIS 


In Scotland, Ian reports, there 
is not as much emphasis on col- 
lege sports as there is at Amer- 
ican universities. ‘‘We play dif- 
ferent games, of course—not 
football,” he continued. ‘And 
our sports don’t seem quite so 
professionalized.” 


The visitor said that colorful 
ceremonies are part of the tra- 
ditional academic life in Scot- 
land. Students at most univer- 
sities attend classes wearing 
caps and gowns. He added that 
the regular inter-denominational 
Sunday services are especially 
colorful. 


However, Ian believes Amer- 
ica has lost nothing through the 
absence of such traditions. 


“Our university (Glasgow) was 
established in 1450,” he ex- 
plained. ‘‘Some others are al- 
most as old. There are old 
Gothic buildings that add to the 
colorful atmosphere.”’ 


Ian added that such colorful 
traditions are not missed here, 
“because this is a relatively 
new country, with modern uni- 
versity buildings. Here, you are 
developing your own traditions.

Q. Thank you for the pat- 


tern for the tailors ham a 


few weeks ago in your col- 


umn. I would like some help 
in using it with regard to set- 
in sleeves on a wool suit. I 


have been told some sort of 
paddle is used rather than an 
iron. I have no trouble get- 
ting the sleeve on smoothly, 
but do think pressing with an 
tron makes too sharp a crease, 
which ready-made suits do 
not have.—Mrs. E. E. W. 


A. The paddle you refer to 
is called a tailor’s wooden clap- 
per. It is used to beat steam 
into a seam edge to flatten it. 
However, this is not necessary 
for you to use. First of all, your 
steam iron can’t possibly give 
off enough steam to allow it to 
work properly. Also, this is 
rarely used at the shoulder, but 
on heavy coats and suits on the 
front edge. 


When pressing, do not push 
the iron along or lean hard on 
it. Instead, lift and press, and 
use only the tip of the iron 
where the steam comes out, 
gently but barely touching the 
fabric. Do this first on the 
wrong side, pressing the arm- 
hole seam allowance into the 
sleeve. Then, slip sleeve over 
the ham and press on the right 
side, using a cloth. You should 
have no trouble getting a soft 
rounded shoulder if you do this 


@ SUNBEAM, COFFEE MASTER

piece sleeve” when describ- 
ing a dress, what does it 
mean? What is the difference 
between a one-piece and two- 
piece sleeve?—Miss T. A. 


A. One-piece sleeves are gen- 
erally used on dresses, blouses, 
etc., and two-piece for some 
jackets and coats. A one-piece 
sleeve is all in one piece. A two- 
piece, has two pieces, with a 
seam on top of sleeve and un- 
derarm or with top and under- 
arm sections.

Woolworth’s History 
Is Story of Success 


opens its new variety store in Chamblee at the Chamblee Plaza 
Shopping Center on Nov. 16, opened his first store 81 years ago in 


Lancaster, Pa. 

The establishment, known as 
“The Great 5c Store,”’ sold $128 
worth of items the first day, not 
one of them priced at more than 
5 cents. The tiny corner store 
measured 14x35 feet and seven 
clerks were employed to help 
Woolworth with sales. 

SINCE that day in 1879, the 
F. W. Woolworth Co. has grown 
into a worldwide business that 
now encompasses some 3,500 
branches in nine nations. 

The Woolworth expansion be- 
gan early and growth has been 
steady over the 8l-year period. 
Woolworth extended his organ- 
ization during the first decade 
of its existence to include stores 
in other parts of Pennsylvania 
and neighboring states of New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut 
and Delaware. 

As early as 1889, when the 
operation was just 10 years old, 
Woolworth outlined his plans of 
expansion that still are being 
carried forward. In a general 
letter to his managers, he 
wrote: 

2: 2 ' 

“I HAVE had under consid- 
eration for some time the 
formation of a stock company. 
.. . There are 35 cities east of 
the Rocky Mountains that have 
a population of 50,000 people in 
which we do not have stores. 
There is a large number of 
cities between 20,000 and 50,000 
people in which we do not have 
stores. . . . My idea would be, 
after the company was organ- 
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ized, to open up stores in these 
cities, perhaps 10 or 12 per 
WO. Cae’ 

This pace has been stepped 
up considerably, though, as a 
booming population has created 
new potential for retail business 
in the United States. During the 
last 10 years, the firm has 
opened some 600 new stores, an 
average of almost 60 a year.

The Woolworth firm was one 
of the pioneers in the policy of
